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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. In view of the fact that the generic claim 1 is in condition for allowance, rejoinder 
of all of the species claims is hereby made and these claims are also allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest, in combination with all of the other limitations of claim 1 , a 
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carpet tile having a support plate comprising a plurality of perpendicularly arranged 
webs that form hollow cells and said cells are open to the bottom of the tile.
